[Amendment  to  the  order  dated  February  18,  1895.]

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  paragraph  “m,”  Section  6,  of  the  Order 
and  Regulations  of  February  18,  1895,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

(m)  Planking  of  shelter- deck  to  he  erected  on  all  exposed  decks. — The  planks 
to  form  the  shelter-deck,  which  must  be  erected  on  all  exposed  decks, 
shall  be  laid  with  2-inch  sound  spruce  or  yellow  pine  lumber,  or  with 
lj-inch  sound  spruce  or  yellow  pineB  lumber  if  tongued  and  grooved, 
sufficient  to  cover  cattle.  These  planks  shall  be  laid  as  closely  as 
possible  and  well  nailed  to  the  beaips,  thus  making  a.  good  deck  from 
which  to  work  the  ship’s  gear.
